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TRAIN DERAILED 
AT ELDORADO 


| 
Two locomotives and four boxe al 
of the C.N-R. southbound train | 
derailed at Eldorado about 11:00 a.m. | 
last Friday. | 

The mishap, at a level crossing, slid | 
two locomotives and four boxcars off | 
the rails, the pileup narrowly missing 
the highway main north-south | 
road artery in Hastings County. 

Provincial Police said the derail- 
ment was believed caused by an open | 
track switch. A CN spokesman ir 
Belleville said railroad police were in- 
vestigating the possibility the switch 
mechanism secured by a railroad 
lock was tampered with by “tn- 
authorized persons”. 

The pileup also extensively damaged 
the roadbed near the crossing, al- 
though no estimate of total damage 
was available. 4

a.m. as the 20-car freight shuttling 
railroad equipment and a small cargo 
of pulpwood and wood chips to Belle- 
ville crossed Highway 62.

Bad Luck.. 

i'm not a superstitious per- 
son at all, but from time to 
time I am forced to admit tha‘ * 
some coincidences are Ynore 
coincidental than others. And 
I hope you will pardon me for 
referring just this once again 
to the filly foal I wrote about 
recently. 


We. have in the family a 
camera that cost us $100 four 
years ago. It is thus not the 

world’s greatest camera, but it 
" js the most expensive one we 
have ever owned, by far, 


We bought it one summer 
when we needed a lot of excel- 
lent photographs of a project 
we were working on. It takes 

' 35 millimetre film and prod- 
uces either slides or prints. As 
an old Brownie box camera- 
man from away back, I always 
felt very well dressed when I 
was wealing that camera 
around my neck. With it, I’ve 
taken good pictures in icy-cold 
weather 500 miles from the 
North Pole and in steaming 
heat 35 miles from Cape Ken- 
nedy, 


When the foal was born, we 
had family considerations that 
made the camera vital. Her 
mother, a four-year-old bay 
standardbred (unregistered) 
called Tinker, belongs body 
and soul to our 19-year-old 
daughter. She saved the pur- 
chase money by working after 
school and on weekends at a 
chainstore. But last winter 
when she started to university 
she didn’t have the $125 she 
needed to put Tinker, then in 
foal, into a box stall at a good 
horse farm for the winter, as 
she wanted. 


I was driving her the 50 or 
60 miles to university after a 
weekend at home last autumn 
when an answer occurred to 
me. I don’t like giving people’ 
money for nothing. 


I said, “Look, you don't have 
to do this. But if you want to 
_ let us own the foal, when she’s 
born, I'll pay for the mare’s 
care this winter. Don’t. make . 
up your mind right. away, but 
et me know.” 
She thought it over for a 
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couple of minutes and then 
seemed quite relieved. ‘That's 
a good idea,” she said. of. 
course, she knew that thie foal 
would be kept in the family, 

and she'd really have almost-ds 
much to do with it as it it Were 
her own. 


This summer, to help with 
her next year at univérsity, 
she’s working as a waitress at 
a resort far from home. The 
only drawback was that she 
was going to miss the early 
weeks of the foal. We knew 
that if she'd been home she 
would have spent hours every 
day around the corral, so I 
thought the next thing was to 
take a lot of pictures. There 
was a film in the camera when 
little Star was born. We took 
three ‘or four when she was 
only a few hours old. That 
finished one roll. We put in 
another and in the course of a 
few days finished it, too. 


On the night when we found 
Star with her neck broken and 
the vet had to put her away 
forever, and as we buried her 
deep in the corral, I kept 
thinking: Well, at least we 
have the pictures. When our 
daughter comes home she still 
will have that much to see. 


I took the two rolls of film 
in one Friday, and called for 
them at the village drugstore 
the following week. When I 
did so, the druggist (a friend 
of mine), said: “Say, I’m 
afraid you had some bad luck 
with those films.” 


I opened the envelope. Every 
film was blank.’ Not over-ex- 
posed, or under-exposed, or 
blurry, or anything. Just blank. 


For the first time in four 
years, and for these irreplace- 
able pictures, the camera had 
failed totally. 

With the foal gone, and the 
flim blank, it is as if that 
pretty little chestnut with the 
star on her forehead had never 
been on this earth at all. 

it was an eerie coincidence. * 
As I said, 1 am not supersti- 
tious, But at a time like that I ‘ 
am tempted to be, just a little.

Rindt, born to wealth, was 
considered a “charger” — a 
driver who believes in going 
flat out at all times. Stirling 
Moss rated Rindt and Jackie 
Stewart as the finest drivers in 
the world today. And this year, 
Rindt was starting to live up to 
his potential. He won a Grand 
Prix and was favored to win 
thé Italian GP at Monza Sept.. 
6. on Sept. 5, he slammed into 
the guard rail at one of the 
banked turns, flipped over and 
was killed instantly. 

Rindt was scheduled to lead 
the Lotus team to Le Circuit 
Mont Tremblant-St. Jovite this 
month for the fourth annual 
Player's Grand Prix of Canada. 

He is but one of three Grand 
Prix drivers who. were sup- 
posed to face the starter’s flag 
in the Laurentians. Bruce Mce- 
Laren and Piers Courage were 
also killed, doing what they 
liked best, driving racing cars.

Piers Courage was the son of 
a wealthy English -brewing 
family. He was old for a race 
driver starting out in- Grand 


Prix cars in 1968. But he had : 


some of the old “in-it-for-the- 
fun” flair of the stars of yes- 
teryear. He, too, admitted the 
danger was always there. 

“Everytime you race, you 
there’s a chance you 
could get killed. It’s a constant 
battle and when you are confi- 
dent you have the ability to 
race, you don’t really worry 
about the danger.” . 

Stirling Moss, perhaps best 
summed up why men continue 
to race cars after they witigss 
their friends, rivals and part- 
ners die violently doing the 
same thing. 

“Danger is an important and 
integral part of motor racing 
to me. I don’t mean it’s impor- 
tant because I want to get hurt 
~~ I don’t want to get hurt. I'm 
petrified of dying. I hate it. 
The thought of dying is terri- 
ble. I love life too much —~ 
particularly when I was racing. 
It was a fabulous life, the 
greatest life a man can have. 
But I feel the stakes must be 
high to make the thing worth- 
while. 

“And the highest stake a 
man can pay is his life. There- 


fore, if you are going to gam- — 
hese three, , ble and you say, ‘My life is on 


this’ when you go into a cor- 
ner, and ‘I’m going to take 
first,’ you can’t go higher than 
that. 

“You can’t be higher than 
that, I mean, that’s like a royal 
straight flush, isn’t it, when 
you haven’t even looked at 
your cards. To me, this is a 
very important part of what 
motor racing is all about.” . 


As long as men try to go 
faster ‘and faster in man-made 
machines, accidents will con- 
tinue.

HASTINGS COUNTY 
BENEFITS FROM 
TORONTO DISPUTE 


Toronto teachers’ dispute with their 
boards last spring paid off for Has- 
tings County — to the tune of about 
$10,000. 

That's’? the amount the County 
Board of Education saved in teacher 
hiring expenses over last year be- 
cause of the short period of advertis- 
ing. 

The usual lengthy period of teacher 
hiring was reduced this year because 
boards’ throughout the province 
agreed to defer hiring until the Tor- 
onto teacher-board dispute was settl- 
ed, 

The budgeted amount for recruit- 
ing county teachers this year was 


$27,500, later reduced in an economy | 


move to $15,000. 

But L. F. Reid, the superintendent 
in charge, managed to recruit the 289 
elementary and secondary teachers 
needed for a total of $12,052. 

In. 1969 he spent $22,500 on adver- 
tising, interview’ suites and travell- 
ing expenses to recruit 255 teachers. 

Because of the short interviewing 
period, the cost per teacher for hir- 
ing was reduced by more than half.
